UNIFORM TRAFFIC LAWS 


The increase in automobile travel, | 


which carries tourists from one 
part of the country to another 
through various states and munici- 
palities having varying traffic rules, 
has developed a problem that can 
he solved only by uniform traffic 
laws. 

California may have the same 
rules for automobiles as New York, 
and Minnesota's laws governing 
driving may be similar to Florida's, 
but in passing through intervening 
territory the motorist encounters 
many conflicting state regulations. 
To make matters worse, every mu- 
nicipality, from large cities to small 
hamlets, wield sovereign power, 
making their own traffic rules. Oft- 
times local drivers are permitted to 
ignore them unmolested—but woe 
to the tourist who commits the 
least infraction. 

The average tourist is careful. He 
is on his way somewhere and he 
desires to get there without being 
delaved by being compelled to ap- 
pear before some magistrate and 
pay a fine, with costs, for some 
infraction of traffic rules that are 
not imposed elsewhere, but which 
are in that particular state or city. 

The problem is not new; it has 
been widely discussed, and the 
President convened a commission 
of experts in Washington some 
time back to make a study of the 
Situation and report recommenda- 
tions.

Future generations may call Mr. Kelland a second O. Henry, but 
critics of this era do not rate him as a great author. They do not call 
his stuff literature, but the kind of middle-grade, all-purpose, happy- 
ending fiction preferred by readers of the Saturday Evening Post. 

Wherefore countless young hopefuls, ambitious to get in print, say 
to themselves: “If this man, who isn’t called great, can earn three hun- 
dred smackers in one year, think what a real humdinger could do!” And 
thus they invite inevitable disappointment. 

For Kelland is the only one of his kind. He dashes off good readable 
romance with the ease and deftness and facility of a natural-born pianist 
improvising swing music for his own amusement. 

Nobody else is going to do as well unless he was born with the knack. 

Deciding to do a certain kind of job because somebody else makes 
money at it is the poorest of all ways to choose a career. 

Your best chance to succeed is to choose the job you can do best 
and then look over the field and see how others are faring. If nine of 
each ten are in rags and the tenth is succeeding only because he is a 
genius, you also will be in’rags unless you also happen to be a genius. 

If your first choice doesn’t match your talents, keep looking until 
you find a calling in which other people with your education, training 
and natural ability are making good. If they can do it, you can—pro- 
vided you like the job. 

Almost everybody has a natural preference and capacity for a cer- 
tain kind of work.

A bill to halt profiteering in war- 
time, which died in the closing days 
of the last session, was expected to be 
reintroduced with few changes. It 
would impose a 99 per cent tax on net 
personal incomes over $10,000 and on 
corporation incomes of more than 6 
per cent earned while the nation is 
at war. 

The original measure, as reported 
by the senate military affairs commit- 
tee, also provided for rigid regulation 
of prices, wages, and investments, and 
set up an industrial management 
corps to supervise wartime produe- 
tion. Any attempt to avoid the 99 
per cent war tax would be punishable 
by court martial. 

A five-man commodity control com- 
mission would be empowered to fix 
prices. control exchanges, purchase 
goods for the government, and com- 
pensate owners for factories turned 
to war uses,
